Then new regulations about Indian 
water rights threatened their ranch and they 
found themselves back in New York jobs, 
blaming bureaucrats, planned economy, and 
the New deal. Complete with wild-west char- 
acters, cowboy exploits, and Indians. Their 
story is a satisfactory one of modern pioneer- 
ing in the vein of Wilderness wife and Mrs. 
Mike, but without the fictional window-dress- 
ing of the latter.

He 
also discovered that he needed an education 
and set about obtaining one. An inspiring, 
very worthwhile biography of an unusual 
man. The author’s enthusiasm and admira- 
tion for his subject sometimes carry him 
away, but on the whole the book is well done.

The emphasis is placed on earlier years 
of her life which give a good picture of an 
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emerging China, but the story of her married 
life and family and of the war is sketchy. The 
author’s smug self-satisfaction is irritating.

As is natural, the autobiography of an out- 
standing literary critic, who is the wife of a 
poet, is primarily concerned with the writers’ 
world. Born and educated in Ireland, she 
was a youthful spectator of the Irish literary 
and theatrical revival, a friend of Yeats and 
Joyce, and of many French writers. Long 
residence has established her in the American 
literary scene, and she tells also of a Hawai- 
ian trip when her husband was collecting na- 
tive lore, and of European travel. Although 
many writers appear in her memoirs, which 
include affectionate tributes to Joyce and to 
Elinor Wylie, this is not merely literary gossip 
but a serious book occasionally tanged with 
malice.
